The report attribu ted the Decem­ 
ber jobs decline mainly to “fu r­ 
ther sharp cu tbacks in manu factu r­ 
ing and constru ction.’’ 
It said the average factory work 
week, remaining in December at 
the 39.3 hou rs level of November, 
was the lowest point for any De­ 
cember since World War II. Over­ 
time work declined from 2.3 to an 
even 2 hou rs between November 
aiKl December, largely becau se of 
au to indu stry cu tbacks.
